"If this end can be furthered by plac-

ing the whole matter of reserved oil
lands In the hands of the President I
certainly would fight for it strenuously."

BACKS mDEMOTTYEMAND.

Dark Picture of Germany's Fl
n?.nres Drawn In Saxony.

Zurich, May 4. A gloomy picture of
Germany's finances Is drawn by the In-

dustrial Union of Saxony, one of the
greatest Industrial organizations in Ger-

many, in a manifesto supporting the
for war Indemnities. The mani-

festo says the war has added J3.725.000
to the peace expenditure of i 1,000,000,-00- 0.

It continues:
"This total would absorb 60 per cent,

of the whole national Income. Cap-

italized at 5 per cent, the national debt
nmiM tlien amount to S98.000.OO0. 000.
or more than the entire pre-w- national
wealth of Germany. Such a burden
would completely paralyze production
and all spirit of enterprise and com-

pletely ruin our life.
"Our foes aro considerably better off

In this respect. They need entertain
no such apprehension, as their owrt'
countries and colonial possessions afford
rich natural sources of valuable raw
materials and millions of workers, while
Germany Is dependent upon herself."

AGENT REACHES LONDON

natch Financier Opens Peace More
for Germany.

London, May i. An emissary of Ger
many's new peace offensive already Is In
England. According to the Central News
he Is a Dutch financier. Another agent,
the agency says. Is believed to be on
the way.

The Times says the general expecta-
tion that the Germans, falling to obtain
a crushing victory In France and Flan-
ders, would Inaugurate a peace campaign
In the allied countries, seems likely to
be fulfilled. It continues: .

"On the one hind, German speakers
and agents show suspicious readiness to
dilate upon tho food shortage and gen-
eral discomfort In Germany, with the
obvious intention of lending a ring of
sincerity to Germany's profession of
anxiety for peace. At the same time
neutral emissaries of welt known ante-
cedents and tendencies are understood
to have arrived recently In England and
other'allled countries for the purpose of
suggesting that if the Allies will only
show a pacific disposition they will find
Germany ready to meet them on mod-
erate terms. In some Instances these
emissaries are believed to have put for
ward proposals as to the best policy for
the Allies to follow.

Orlsjln Well Understood.
"It need hardly be said that the origin

of these manoeuvres Is quite as well un-

derstood as was the purpose of the mili
tary offensive in March, and that the
allied Governments are likely to present
as firm a front to any peace Intrigue
as the allied armies presented to the
German military attacks."

The Daily Exprtts says the first of the
peace offensive agents In London laid his
proposals before various
officials. The newspaper says it under-
stands on high authority that this agent
Is a Dutchman with Important financial
associations and that he came as a
friend of Von Kurlmann : that is to say,
his Inquiries were made on behalf of
the civil and not the military party In
Germany.

"This agent represented to the au-

thorities here." the newspaper continues,
"that by our refusal to consider peace
last year we deprived the civil party In
Germany of the chance of ousting the
military party, und also that the moat
we could hope for now was peace by
arrangement. He was told there was
no such thing In the English dictionary
as peace by arraniement. He was told
also: 'Very soon there will be no such
phrase as raw material In the German
dictionary.'

"There Is no doubt mat tne preseni
peace offensive is Inspired largely by
Albert Iiallln (director of the Hamburg-America- n

steamship line) and other mag-

nates of the German shipping worldwho
foresee that a determined Entente eslly
can cut them off for many years from
all markets of the outside world, as
well as from allltd ports."

Defeat Most Come First.
The Poll .Wall Oa:c(lr says:
"That Great Britain Is always ready

for real peace ;oes without saying, but
such peace Involves the settlement of

the moral questions raised by the war,
full expiation of Germany's fiendish
crimes and the establishment of com-

plete safeguards against any future
outbreak of Hunnlshness. No sugges-

tion has come from Germany of her
readiness to satisfy those standards, and
none can be expected until the military
class which controls her public life has
been rendered powerless by defeat."

Tho Weil mlnstrr Qazctte says: "There
is, In our view, no solid guarantee for
peace until German militarism Is either
broken In the field or so discredited In
other was that it will cease to dom'-nat- e

the German people. Our first ques-

tion to the enemy should he, Is he pre-

pared honestly to make an end of the
system which has produced (this war?"

The venn0 Standard says: "Our best
plan Is wholly to disregard such argu-
ments In whatever quarter they appear
and howevei disguised.

Escorted by the Blue Devils of France,
the Anzacs of Australia and members
of the Sixty-nint- h Regiment, New York
Guard, Gov, Whitman quit his suite
in the Hotel St. Regis last evening for
Liberty Land and one of the biggest
celebrations tho Sixty-ninth- 's armory
ever has seen.

U. S. LABOR MEN GIVE
PLEDGES TO FRANCE

Last Man and Lat Dollar to
Driv Foe From Land.

Paris, May 4. Tho American Labor
Delegation now In Franco made the
usual tourist round of Paris, this morn-
ing, visiting the Louve, Notre Dame, the
Pantheon and other points of Interest.
After luncheon the delegates were taken
to Versailles and spent the afternoon In
that vicinity.

In a statement to the press Chairman
James Wilson said :

"American worklngmen want to say
to the French that they recall the day
when FrenchmenyCame to help America
when she was fighting for llbetty. We
want to thank France and prove our
gratitude. We propose to put at the dis-
position qf the Allies our last dollar and
our. last man. If necessary, to chase the
Hun from the soil and lands of Prance
and permit the world to pursue Its con-
quest of peace and liberty."

Mr. Wilson said the nine representa-
tives of the Labor party on the delega-
tion were sent by Samuel Gompers, pres-
ident of the American Federation of La-
bor, to present to the French people a
message of hope and a fraternal saluta-
tion.

Washington, May 4. A heavy cut tn

through passenger trains between Chi-

cago and the Pacific coast will soon ba
ordered by Director General of Railroads
McAdoo. Tramc In this through service
Is to be centered In each case on a
single line. Similar plans for the South,
west. South and East are tinder con-

sideration.
Through passenger trains between

cities like Washington and New York
are to be run over one line, and compet-
ing or parallel lines will run only local
passenger trains and freight. This plan,
It Is said, will result In economy in pa
senger service operation anI wilt greatly
facilitate freight movement, leaving all
lines except one between through traf-
fic cities open for fast and almost con-

tinuous freight service.
ln the West three trains a day are to

be taken off between Los Angeles and
Chicago, two between Chicago and Ban
Francisco, and three hetwee n Chicago
and Seattle. This will save 11,721,000
train miles a year. Six roads the
Union Pacify:. Rock Island, Southern
Pacific, Santa Fe, Northern Pacific and
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul win
be affected.

All through trains between Chicago
and Los Angeles are to be operated over
the Santa Fe ; between Chicago and San
Francisco over the Union Pacific; be-
tween Chicago and Seattle over the Chi-
cago, Milwaukee and St Paul, and be-
tween Chicago and Seattle over the'
Northern Pacific. This will leave the
Rock Island and the Southern Patriae
